The German government urged 
that only the early arrival of the com­ 
mission will prevent further serious 
bloodshed. 
This 'Homing Baron Von 
Bu clow inforp's the American am ba-a- 
dor that Great Britain has at last agreed 
to the unanimity role, the United States 
als » agreeing, and that the commission 
can probably proceed to the islands 
without delay.” 
The German press gives the news 
calmly and mostly without comm ut. 
The Cologne Gazette remarks: 
“We 
need not say that if the guilt of the 
manager of the German plantation is 
proven Germany will approve bis ar­ 
rest. and demand his punishment. 
We 
will not defend the behavior of a Ger­ 
man abroad merely because he is a Ger­ 
man.” 
The Cologne (Suzette adds that Dr. 
Raffael, the (herman president of the 
municipal council of Apia, acted illegal­ 
ly, closing the chief justice’s offices and 
says: “The other two powers, we hope, 
will also admit the illegal acts of their 
represen ta ti ves. ” 
The Tageblatt calls the arrest of the 
German manager of the plantation, in 
which the ambuscade took place, “ille­ 
gal,” saying, “Our consul is the only 
competent judge.” 
The Lokal Anzeiger expresses the 
opinion that the affair shows the need of 
prompt action by the commission. 
The Voasische Zeitung says: “ W hat­ 
ever action the German government 
takes it will find itself backed up by the 
reichstag. ” 
A number of leading papers like the 
Deutsche Zeitung, Schlesische Zeitung 
and Hanover Courier point out the neces­ 
sity of a larger navy, and urge hastening 
of the present increase in its strength and 
the adoption of an additional bill for 
the construction of other vessels. 
The reichstag interpellation on the 
subject of Samoa, signed by a majority 
of center. Reichsparted, Conservatives 
and National Liberals, asked the gov­ 
ernment for information regarding “the 
events in Samoa which have injured the 
German interests so seriously.”
